State Education Department 
'High Brass" Spends School 
Money, and Old Folks' Too 


School teachers are being told all over southwest Ar- 


kansas: 
• 


"If Amendment No. 41 (Public School Finance) doesn't 


pass November 7 you1 won't get paid next April and May." 


The word has come down from Little Rock. As early -as 


October 13 the Associated Press reported Arkansas edu- 
cation Commissioner A. B. Bonds as telling 1,500 school 
teachers gathered there from five counties: 


"It will take $29,500,000 to operate our schools this 


(1950-51) year. We've got $23,500,000; which will mean 
a reduction of $250 in the yearly salaries of all teachers 
unless something is done." 


And then Mr. Bonds made a monumental climax: 
"I recommend that unless we get the additional money 


we need, we close the schools." 


No pay for teachers . . . no school for children — the 


dictatorial threat of a Big Time Operator whose bonanza 
one year turns into panic the next. 


Wasn't it the Little Rock high brass that only a couple 


.of years ago talked the local schools of Arkqnsas into qad- 
ing extra people and equipment "because .the stqte's foot- 
ing the bill anyway"? 


Even then the water in the well was running low. 
. 


I showed on this page yesterday Commissioner Bonds 


must have known a year ago that the stqte general fund 
was leaning on a surplus, since vanished — overspend- 
ing, the brief time the surplus lasted, its actual tax in- 
come by $6,257,615. 
' 


The remedy for all this is a new tax law - — that, and 


some budget-trimming and perhaps a change in 
top 


school management. 


But Amendment No. 41 is no tax law— it's a bare-faced 


steal. Having overspent the school funds the Little flock 
high brass are attempting to grab the old folks' money and 
everybody else's. 


Amendment 41 isn't going to pass . . . the schools 


aren't going to close . . . and the teachers won't go un- 
paid.

The taxpayers of Arkansas will do the right thing. But 


they want to know the facts — how much 'the school 
budget has to be peeled, and how much more tax money 
it will take to protect the teachers' jobs and salaries. 


Amendment 41 doesn't do that — - in foet, Amendment 


; 41 is a scheme by education's high bran to §*» it» own 


budget ideas covered with quick cash ... without ques- 
tion or debate . . . and regardless how much the old folks, 
the deaf, the blind ,and the tubercular, may suffer. 


We've had school crises before. And we've gotten over 


them. This newspaper has helped. I believe the Fort Smith 
papers and The Star were the only dailies in Arkansas 
that openly advocated the Hall 2 per cent state sales tax 
a decade and a half ago. Back then we also fought for 
more liberal assessments — and have continued to do so 
to this day, 


We've had trouble before — but those were hard years. 


This is the first time that panic has popped up in the midst 
of a year of plenty. 
• . , 


Which suggests that there's nothing wrong with either 


Arkansas or its taxpayers — but there may bei something 
wrong with the top school management. 


Amendment 41 will be beaten — and then we'll go into 


a legislative session, look over the facts, adjust the budget. 
and adopt new taxes as required. 


I shouldn't be surprised if the state school system has 


to have more money (we had to, right here in Hope — and 
voted it). 


But there's plenty of time for that next January — after 


the voters take care of Amendment 41 and Mr. Bonds on 
Tuesday.

Being Checked 


Washington, Nov. 1 — (/T) — Ag- 


riculture d e p a r t mcnt represent 
ativcs arc checking boll 
weevil 


damage, in the cotton belt to deter- 
mine "disaster areas." 


Early reports, a d e p a r t m cnt 


spokesman said, indicate that dam- 
age has been heavy, in about the 
same area where', the insects cut 
the crop last year. 


When a county Is designated a 


disaster area, its' farmers are en- 
titled to seek loans from the farm- 
ers home administration. The low- 
interest loans are intended to fi- 
nance the farmer for planting 
of 


another crop.

Last year all. or' 'parts of 
nine 


states were designated 
disaster 


areas as a result of damage to the 
cotton crop from boll weevils and 
floods. The states were North Car- 
olina, South Carolina, G e o r g i a , 
Tennessc, Alabama, M i ssissippi, 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Missouri. 


This year, the de p a r t m e n t; 


spokesman told a reporter, much 
the same area ig involved. Dariv 
age possibly may out have been as 
heavy in Georgia and Mississippi 
as last year, he said, but Okla- 
homa and Texas, on the other hand,- 
have more damage.

Surveys now being made in the 


field will determine which counties 
are to be included in the disaster 
area classification. It may be four 
weeks before the job is complete, 
the spokesman said. 
; 


The department already has an- 


nounced that 61 counties in Okla- 
homa, Texas and Louisiana are in 
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the disaster area category.

totaling $19,177,563 were made to 
cotton farmers in the nine states. 


Loans carry three percent inter- 


est and generally arc for the one 
crop year, although they may rim 
longer. The government requires se- 
curity, usually the crop to be har- 
vested.'This year, when many, of 
the -same farmers will need -.new 
loans, the spokesman sa^,.some ad- 
ditional security likely will be re- 
quired. • • ' - - "

Since the loans are designed to 


carry the farmer through a bad 
year and enable him to harvest an- 
other crop, the money can not be 
used for paying off other indebted- 
ness, the spokesman said. 


There was some discussion of this 


requirement last year, the spokes- 
man aid, but the government .held 
to the policy. Creditors of the farm- 
ers, he said, 4 in some cases want- 
ed the borrowers to use the loan 
to pay them back.
